WASHINGTON, D.C.—It was a 
hot day with thunderstorms lurk- 
ing in the huge towers of cumu- 

lus clouds. Peo- 
mo ple walking past 


| It was very quiet. 
But one knew that somewhere in- 
side there were messages being 
coded and decoded. Reports of 
Washington reaction were going 
out. 


Washington reflects every city 
and home in the nation. There is 
bitterness, anger and disappoint- 
ment. There is even some joy. 
Jozef Mlot-Mroz, for example, is 
glad. He is one of those beat- 
en, gray, pathetic men who pick- 
et the White House now and then 
in behalf of the enslaved nations 
whose very names are unknown 
to most Americans. They always 


produce a qualm of guilt in those’ 


who pass by. 


Mr. Mlot-Mroz might have made 
real headlines had not the summit 
collapse buried him. He broke 
into the Washington Monument 
after closing hours, climbed well 
up and draped 110 feet of black 
cloth out a window as a sign of 
mourning for the death of free- 
dom. He was against the summit. 
A judge released him. Mr. Mlot- 
Mroz was a longtime occupant 
of a concentration camp. 


Angry Exchange 

When told that Khrushchev and 
Eisenhower had exchanged angry 
accusations and the conference 
had failed he rubbed his hands 
and smiled. 


“Good, good,” he said. “They 
get angry. Good. Soon they fight. 
Better now, Not later.”’ 


Mr. Mlot-Mroz’s sentiment was 
not general. Not many persons 
want war. But it can be said that 
beneath all the anger and resent- 
ment which boils up because of 
Khrushchev’s arrogance this is a 
sober city and a worried one. 
Everyone knows that while war is 
unlikely, it could come. And there 
is a nagging worry that, as usual, 
we are not ready. 


This is a time when there are 
the proper and natural demands 
for unity. But beneath the sur- 
face there is great irritation with 
the administration, even on the 
part of many ranking Republi- 
cans. The most conservative 
charge that there was incredible 
bungling in the handling of the 
U2 case. 


It is generally believed Khru- 
shchev went to Paris determined 
to be very tough. He has a num- 
ber of factors troubling him at 
home. The army and the party 
feel they cannot allow West Ber- 
lin to remain as it is. Some three 
hundred thousand officers and a 
million men have been demobi- 
lized and they have not been fit- 
ted into civilian life. The officers 
have lost their military housing 
and there isn’t enough domestic. 
Khrushchev had not been able to 
obtain any pre-Paris agreement 
on Berlin. China didn’t like any 
part of it. 


The Puzzle 


All these things are known, but 
no one knows how to fit them 
into the puzzle or to say which 
has more importance and which 
less. 


The U2 was for Khrushchev an 
unbelievable bit of luck. He could 
use it to flog the Americans. But 
it also strengthened the army. 
It learned that for four years 
intelligence flights have been 
made, This added to the Khru- 
shchev fury. It was genuine, for 
all its tailoring for propaganda.

Russia Puts 
Plane Case 


Before U.N. 


UNITED NATIONS (UPI) — 
Russia put the U2 spy plane 
case before the United Nations 
Wednesday night and demanded 
an urgent meeting of the Security 
Council “‘to halt the unheard of 
provocative action of the United 
States.” 


The request for a meeting was 
made by Soviet Foreign Minister 
Andrei A. Gromyko in a cable 
from Paris to Sir Claude Corea 
of Ceylon, May president of the 
council, and Secretary-General 
Dag Hammarskjold. 


No date was set immediately 
for a meeting. Corea was expect- 
ed to consult the other 10 council 
members before setting one. 


The Russian action came short- 
ly after Vice President Richard 
M. Nixon disclosed that two Rus- 
sian diplomats had been discov- 
ered engaging in espionage activ- 
ities in Massachusetts while Sovi- 
et Premier Nikita S. Khrushchev 
was touring the United States last 
fail. One of the Russians, a U.N. 
diplomat, was ordered to leave 
the country.

PARIS — The tragedy of the 
Paris conference, which ended 
Wednesday night, is that it shook 
the confidence of the world in the 
wisdom and judgment of the two 
nations that hold the key to war 
or peace. 


What troubled Paris was not 
primarily what President Eisen- 
hower and Premier Khrushchev 
will now do—for nobody knows— 
but the realization that the two 
most powerful nations in the world 
are also the least experienced of 
the great powers: both subject to 
the element of accident, to the 
ingrained habits of the past and 
to the whims of personal pride 
and caprice. 


This ,jwas the conference that 
everybody lost. In historic terms 
it did something nobody thought 
possible:. it out-failed the Paris 
Conference of 1919. After 41 years, 
Eisenhower, Khrushchev, Mac- 
millan and De Gaulle made Wood- 
row Wilson, Clemenceau, Lloyd 
George and Orlando look good. 


It was this sense of uncertainty 
about the giants of the world that 
dominated the atmosphere here 
Wednesday. Here was Khrushchev 
Wednesday afternoon in the great 
hall of the Palais de Chaillot 
shouting and raving at the West, 
paying deference to the glowering 
Marshal Malinovsky on his left, 
and threatening to smash Ameri- 
can planes like an impudent cat 
against a wall.

TAIPEI, Formosa (AP) — With 
the Paris summit conference in 
ruins, Communist China began 
acting and talking tough Wednes- 
day perhaps as a prelude to a 
new Far East crisis.

WASHINGTON (UPI)—The administration offered 
Wednesday to compromise on a distressed areas pro- 
gram, showing obvious fear over political consequences 
of President Eisenhower’s veto of a Democratic bill. 


U.S. Denies 
Any Cuban 
Revolt Plot 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—The 
United States has sent Cuba a 
new note firmly rejecting Pre- 
mier Castro’s latest charges that 
the United States is plotting to 
overthrow his regime, it was 
learned Wednesday. 


The note was the latest in a se- 
ries of accusations and counter- 
accusations between the two gov- 
ernments reflecting the strain in 
U.S.-Cuban relations. 


Specifically, the U.S. statement 
replied to an April 8 Cuban memo- 
randum declaring Cuba ‘“‘will not 
allow that any international in- 
strument shall be used to violate 
the sovereignty of our country.”’ 


Cuba apparently thought the 
United States would seek to act 
against Castro through the Or- 
ganization of American States. 
Cuban officials have repeatedly 
made this charge. 


While the U.S. note firmly re- 
jected the Cuban allegations, it 
was said to have been couched in 
moderate terms. 


The emphasis was said to have 
been placed on the long history 
the U.S. government has in de- 
fending the principle of non-in- 
tervention as a cornerstone of the 
Pan American system.

It reflected 
Republican concern over the 
election-year impact of the Pres- 
ident’s veto in areas of economic 
distress, particularly in West Vir- 
ginia and Pennsylvania. 


$108 MILLION BILL

People Must Pay 


Price of Survival 


After justified anger and resentment 
because of the arrogance, hypocrisy and 
recklessness of Nikita Khrushchev and 
our own blunders, it is necessary for the 
American people and their allies in free 
government to face facts. 

It is necessary to be blunt. Nikita 
Khrushchev overplayed his hand. He was 
boorish and insulting. Yet the initiative 
remains almost wholly his. If he wishes 
to force the issue of conflict he can do so 
by attempting a coup d’etat in Berlin. 
This he can do any day he chooses. 

From now on, we will not be able to 
make a balanced budget a chief objective 
of government. It is regrettable that we 
cannot. 


+ + * 

But what we now must understand 
is that we are in a struggle for survival. 
The Russian leadership has a compulsion 
to conquer. This is difficult for us to un- 
derstand because this quality is not a part 
of our character. We do not want more 
land or power. We do not seek to domi- 
nate other peoples. But the Russian gov- 
ernment does. The Russian people do not. 
They do not want war. But we presently 
must deal with the government and not 
the peoples of the U.S.S.R. 

This we must understand and face. 
This will not be easy. We live in an era 
of technical development quite beyond 
the understanding of not merely the av- 
erage American but also of the highly 
educated and informed. Missiles, space 
satellites and weapons, the many branches 
of atomic science, all are well beyond the 
comprehension of the great majority of 
literate persons. 

But what we do know is that we 
are in increased danger. We must trust 
our specialists and we cannot do other- 
wise than allow them to act. We have 
perhaps too long enjoyed the luxury of 
having laymen interested primarily in 
budgets decide what we shall create for 
defense and how much we shall spend. 
We have dangerously neglected education 
at a time when the present and the future 
plainly require educated people.

Mr. Eisenhower, in the months left 
to him, will be required to abolish his 
staff concept of governing the country. 
The rivalries of the military divisions 
cannot be permitted to continue. 

The President must make personal de- 
cisions in matters large and small. The 
U2 incident is an example. A presiden- 
tial directive issued some years ago au- 
thorized intelligence flights across Rus- 
sia. Yet, it now is plain that each flight 
scheduled should have been presented for 
presidential consideration. Certainly, the 
President would not have risked the 
flight just ahead of the Paris meeting. 
We would not have had the further 
bungle of denying the flights and then ad- 
mitting them if there had been direct 
presidential supervision. 

But we will not have war so long as 
the Russians know we are as strong cr 
stronger than they. Presently, it is our 
belief, confirmed by the meager intelli- 
gence we have of the Russians, that the 
Strategic Air Command gives us enough 
power. We are not likely to have war un- 
less, in their obsession with Berlin and in 
their domestic problems of housing, agri- 
culture, and their need for alliance with 
Red China, the Russians feel that they 
must risk the possibility of war. 

We must understand the reality of our 
problem. This reality is the problem of 
survival. Whatever the cost, we must pay 
it.

GEA Puts It On Line 
Regarding Federal Aid 


The Georgia Education Assn., which 
has been on record for several years as 
advocating federal aid to education, is 
pressing more vigorously for action on the 
subject. 

GEA leaders, in Washington yester- 
day to contact Georgia congressmen, were 
frank to say that the state’s teachers are 
going to make federal aid a hot political 
issue. 


They have ample reason for doing so. 

Georgia needs more teachers. The 
teachers need higher salaries. More class- 
rooms are a necessity. 


But our political leadership tradi- 
tionally shies away from federal aid to 
education in the fear that strings would 
be attached. 


Yet the same leadership strives might- 
ily for federal aid for practically every- 
thing else under the sun. And there have 
been no qualms or repercussions from ac- 
cepting federal funds to help relieve the 
strain on schools located in counties 
where government installations increase 
the student load. Nor have backs been 
turned on federal assistance in school 
lunchroom programs. 


But when it comes to consideration of 
legislation whereby other needs in edu- 
cation could be met, the attitude seems 
to be that Georgia will take care of its 
own. However, it is not doing so ade- 
quately. While the state government 
Pumps about all it possibly can under 
existing circumstances into education, fi- 
nancial support at the local level is mere- 
ly a token gesture in most Georgia coun- 
ties. 


The GEA should use its strength to 
the fullest in seeking federal aid and in 
bringing about a realistic contribution 
from local governments in the state.

Government Executives 
Need Special Training 


Georgia’s Marion B. Folsom, former 
secretary of health, education and wel- 
fare, has proposed creation of a new ad- 
ministration office which will recruit 
talent for top-level executive jobs in gov- 
ernment. The testimony was thoughtfully 
and sympathetically heard by the Senate 
subcommittee on national policy ma- 
chinery. 

Mr. Folsom, now an executive with 
Eastman Kodak, said the present system 
is too much hit and miss. Agency heads 
generally are limited to suggestions from 
friends or acquaintances and there is 
little system to it. 

The office, said Mr. Folsom, should 
also carry on a training program for new 
executives. This would largely cover such 
things as conflict of interest rules, the 
mechanisms of the civil service and the 
difference between government employ- 
ment and business. 

Mr. Folsom’s proposal has much 
merit. One of the deficiencies of govern- 
ment is its lack of trained men and the 
frequent embarrassment produced by 
those who are not qualified and who fail 
to understand that a federal job is differ- 
ent from a business one, It is believed the 
subcommittee will recommend legislation 
along the lines outlined by Mr. Folsom, 
who is a distinguished native of McRae.

HAWKINSVILLE—The State Pa- 
trol will use whatever force it 
needs to avert racial strife in 
Georgia, director William P. Trot- 
ter of Georgia’s Public Safety 
Department said here Wednesday. 


In a speech at the annual meet- 
ing of the Peace Officers Asso- 
ciation of Georgia, Col. Trotter 
said that State Patrol services are 
available to any law enforcement 
agency in the state in case of 
racial riots or demonstrations 


Trotter's comments about the use 
of force were made later in an 
interview. 


He said there were no limits as 
to how much force could be used. 
“The law says to use whatever 
force is necessary.” 


That’s how it was Tuesday in 


Atlanta and that’s how it will be | 


in the future, he said. 


Tuesday was the day that At- 
lanta Negroes marched on the 
state capitol in a protest against 
racial segregation. 


Trotter said there were 80 men 
on hand to deal with the demon- 
strators. “I briefed them at 6:30 
Tuesday morning. I told them not 
to allow any demonstration on the 
capitol grounds and to do what- 
ever was necessary to stop one 
if it occurred.” 


Addressing some 1,000 sheriffs, 
GBI agents, and policemen at the 
convention, Trotter said the pay of 
peace officers is far too low but 
that a gradual change in the 
public attitude toward the law en- 
forcement profession holds out a 
promise of better things to come.

. The rebuttal comes more from 
the heart than the head. Lomax 
states it in these terms: 


“The Negro masses will name 
leaders and give them power and 
responsibility. But there will 
never again be another class of 
white-orientated leaders such as 
the one that has prevailed since 
1900.”” 


For better or for worse. Lomax 
may very well be right. 


But if the break with the old 
leadership has come or is in 
sight, the replacements for the 
present distinguished company of 
tacticians, persuaders, advocates 
and conciliators are not yet in 
sight. 


So far, when the Negro masses 
have turned away from the es- 
tablished group to name their 
own leaders and confer upon 
them power and _ responsibility 
they most often have come up 
with Adam Clayton Powell or 
someone of like character and 
less innate ability. Over the years 
Powell has discharged his respon- 
sibility only by breaking his un- 
remitting pursuit of personal ends 
with periods of intense and some- 
times pointless agitation. 


In his eight terms in Congress, 
Powell has initiated, or been in- 
strumental in passing, few meas- 
ures of practical value to the 
Negro people. On the contrary he 
has sabotaged a number of hous- 
ing, education, and other social 
measures of prime benefit through 
his adamant insistence on append- 
ing sometimes meaningless anti- 
discrimination clauses. He con- 
cedés his maverick role, and de- 
fends it: 


“I'm an irritant. That's it, and 
I see myself that way, Just keep 
on turning the screw, turning the 
screw. Drip, drip, drip makes a 
hole in the marble.” 


THE LAST REVOLUTIONARY 
A few days ago, speaking be- 
fore Princeton University’s Clio- 
sophic Society, Powell turned his 
fire directly on the present leader- 
ship even while borrowing a thesis 
and a good deal of language from 
one of its distinguished members, 
Prof. John Hope Franklin of 
Brooklyn College. ‘“The last revo- 
lutionary is the Negro,” Powell 


proclaimed, taking the line di- 
rectly from an eloquent article 
written by Franklin for the Urban 
League. 


Franklin had put the case this 
way: 


“Not only does his Americanism 
compel the Negro to strive to im- 
prove his own status by demand- 
ing the rights that are his. It also 
gives him, as it gives to others 
committed to the ideals set forth 
in the American dream, a burning 
desire to make the system work. 
He is the acid test of the system, 
and he knows it. ... He is a 
proud American who wants to 
make Americanism work.” 


Powell somehow took off from 
this point and wound up with 
this: 


‘The trust of the Negro mass 
has impaled accidentally the 
Northern ‘liberal’. . . . The thrust 
of the Negro today is sweeping 
away from underneath the white 
liberal the foundations upon which 
he has stood so long—that of being 
the Great White Father or the 
Great White Mother of the Negro 
people. Desperately, with con- 
trived organizations and commit- 
tees plus certain captive Negroes 
—and that is a refined phrase for 
Uncle Toms—the Northern ‘lib- 
eral’ is trying to hold on.” 
BRANDED “DEMAGOGUE” 


This is not a new line with the 
preacher-politician. He was, as 
he has done over a period of sev- 
eral years, returning prior fire 
directed at him by leaders of the 
NAACP and other Negroes who 
have publicly branded him a 
“racist demagogue.”” The term 
plainly stings Powell, but it has 
not deterred him in his sustained 
effort to play upon the emotions 
of the Negro people—as, indeed, 
it practically could not since this 
is the single technique that holds 
together his solid, political follow- 
ing despite his well-publicized 
personal and political peccadil- 
loes. 


Powell is an adequate symbol 
of the difficulties that increasing- 
ly beset responsible Negro lead- 
ers—and, although in the nature 
of the human condition they do 
not recognize it, the mass of Ne- 
gro people themselves. There is 
a genuine cause, and in the terms 
of the everyday lives of Negroes 
it is a pressing one. The mem- 
bers of any embattled minority 
do not take to the long, philosoph- 
ical view; they respond to crude 
symbols, and their reaction is 
usually glandular. 


Under these circumstances, 
complicated as they are by the 
generally lower educational level 
of the Negro people, it is no more 
possible to conduct a rational de- 
bate on the race issue within the 
Negro community than it is with- 
in the impassioned and disturbed 
white community of the South. 


“PHONY LIBERALS” 


The Negro leader who tries im- 
mediately finds himself assailed 
on the ground that he has joined 
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up his own status in the larger 
community—and it is further ar- 
gued that in the rarefied atmos- 
phere of the national inter-racial 
movements, he has lost .touch 
with the Negro masses. 


In an earlier time, when Ne- 
gro ministers and educators spoke 
for the colored community in 
seeking concessions from the dom- 
inent whites, the term of oppro- 
brium was “Uncle Tom,” an in- 
vocation of the stereotype of the 
servile Negro currying favor by 
tugging his forelock in the pres- 
ence of his masters. Today it is 
“phony liberal”—and it applies 
not only to Negroes who deal 
with whites in high places, but 
also to the white with whom they 
deal. 


These two shock words consti- 
tuted the two-inch-high banner 
headline under which Harlem’s 
“Amsterdam News” recently re- 
ported an offhand remark by for- 
mer President Truman to the ef- 
fect that if he were still running 
a haberdashery he would throw 
out any customer who tried to sit 
in to protest discrimination. 
Wiped out at a stroke was the 
long record of Mr. Truman’s soul- 
searing battle for civil rights leg- 
islation, in which he held firm

even while his party split apart 
and the Southern wing threatened 


THE NEGRO PRESS 

This sort of thing is the stock 
in trade of the Negro press, which 
is always sensational, frequently 
irresponsible and sometimes ve- 
nal. Feeding their readers a 
steady diet of alleged white atroci- 
ties and affronts against Negroes, 
these journals unsheath their long 
knives against any colored leader 
who compromises to any degree 
on a racial issue, and the attack 
is always personal. In 1957 when 
the Big Three of national Negro 
leadership—Roy Wilkins, Martin 
Luther King and A. Philip Ran- 
dolph — reluctantly endorsed a 
thoroughly watered-down federal 
civil rights bill as, at least, bet- 
ter than nothing, the Negro press 
reacted as though they had soid 
Adam Clayton Powell down the 
river. 


Louis E. Martin of the Chicago 
Defender acidly inquired: “How 
silly can you get?’’ Louis Lautier 
of the Afro-American of Baiti- 
more charged: “Ike charmed the 
Negro leaders and none of them 
uttered a word of criticism.” 


One result is to make internal 
reform within the Negro commu- 


nity extraordinarily difficult and 
often impossible. One of the abler 
Negro newspapermen has put it 
this way: “You charge a race 
man with wrongdoing that has 


you've sold out—and it usually 
works with most of his followers.” 


REJECT LEADERS 


It is probably true, as many 
thoughtful Negroes believe, that 
this condition is transient—a _ re- 
flection of the dislocations that 
mark the end of an era. In emo- 
tionally rejecting white paternal- 
ism, the rising generation of edu- 
cated Negroes of necessity also 
reject the Negro leaders who em- 
ployed it in the time it was, in 
fact, essential to Negro progress. 

“I guess it’s a matter of com- 
ing of age,”” says a reflective old 
social worker, who himself bears 
heavy scars inflicted by his own 
people. “There comes a_ time 
when you have to move out on 
your own. You don’t know as 
much as your elders, but what 
you do know you have to find 
out for yourself.

Their general conclusion was 
that the West must be prepared 
to take firm, and if necessary, 
tough positions. This was bal- 
anced, however, by agreement 
among the leaders that it was in 
the long-term interest of the West 
to be seen to be working for re- 
laxation of tension with the Soviet 
Union. 

MORE UNITED 


The U.S. delegation concluded 
that the encounter with the Soviet 
Union had ended in a “‘net gain” 
for the West because the United 
States, Britain and France are 
now more united in their policy 
toward the Soviet Union than they 
were a week ago. 


The impact of Khrushchev’s 
performance came as much from 
its tone as from its content. He 
ridiculed Eisenhower's policies, 
called U.S. reconnaissance flights 
piratical and said the President’s 
promise to suspend the flights for 
the rest of his term in office was 
a device to “avoid responsibility 
for aggressive actions on the part 
of the U.S.A.” 


United States ‘‘provocations,” 
Khrushchev warned, could be 
treated in the same way as a 
“thieving cat” creeping into a 
pigeon loft. 


His bald head glistening with 
sweat, Khrushchev was by turns 
jocular and aggressive. Nothing 
in his manner, observers thought 
indicated he was under pressure 
from opponents of his policies in 
the Soviet Union. 


CLEARLY IN COMMAND 


Senior members of the British 
delegation hope that suggestions 
Khrushchev is under such pres- 
sure will not obscitire his ‘“‘pri- 
mary responsibility” for the 
breakdown of the summit confer- 
ence. They reported the Soviet 
premier was “clearly in com- 
mand” at Monday’s meeting of 
the Big Four and in his talks 
with Macmillan. 


The Soviet premier amused 
himself with some flights. of 
fancy. One was his remark 
about “rubbing the cat’s nose in 


: 
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the cream,” with the U.S. Air 
Force playing the cat. But 
Khrushchey also made some 
significant remarks on Soviet 
policy. They were: 


1. West Berlin: There is no 
other reasonable course but to 
give it the status of a “free city” 
as proposed by the Soviet Union. 
The best solution is to withdraw 
the Allied garrisons, allow 
Berliners free access to the West 
and make the three Western sec- 
tors a free city. He set no time 
limit on these developments. 


GERMAN TREATY 


2. East Germany: The Soviet 
Union is going to conclude a 
peace treaty with the East Ger- 
mans and the “Western powers 
will lose their ge rights.” 
When it will be signed is “our 
business.’’ The Soviet Union was 
an ally of the United States in 
the last war, but the United 
States signed a peace treaty 
with Japan without consulting 
the Russians. 


3. Disarmament talks: The So- 
viet Union is “almost convinced” 
that the West wants control over 
armaments and “the collection of 
espionage information’ rather 
than disarmament. The ex- 
changes in the 10-power disarma- 
ment talks at Geneva are 
‘merely procrastination” and, 
should it continue, the Soviet Un- 
ion will approach the United 
Nations’ general assembly. 


4. Nuclear test ban talks: The 
Soviet Union will continue to con- 
fer, but if the United States re- 
sumes nuclear tests “we shall 
also do so.” 


5. The summit conference: The 
Soviet Union is “for” summit 
talks, but only if the United 
States condemns “aggressive in- 
trusions” and gives assurance 
that they will not occur again. 


Khrushchev kept returning to 
his relations with Eisenhower.

HAIFA — “Spacesuits’’ are 


being used experimentally in 
Haifa maternity hospitals. 
More than 100 women have ex- 
perienced painless labor, and 
now that word of the method 
has leaked out, women from all 
over Israel are trying to get 
into local maternity wards. 


The spacesuit is a plastic bag 
with controlled air pressure. It 
was invented by Professor 
O. S. Heyns, of South Africa, 
and improved by Dr. Zeev Po- 
ishuk, noted Israel gynecolo- 
gist and director of the Rost- 


child Hospital's Maternity 
Ward. 
Pregnant women were 


placed in Professor Heyns’ bag 
as soon as labor pains started. 
The air pressure was reduced, 
resulting in a relaxation of the 
muscles and internal organs. 
Practically all pain. was elimi- 
nated. Delivery which takes 
place after the patient leaves 
the spacesuit, is accomplished 
in record time. 


SPACEMAN SUIT 


Working in secrecy for more 
than a year, Doctor Poli- 
shuk made considerable im- 
provements. The -device now 
looks like a spaceman’s suit. 
Attached to it are instruments 
that constantly measure pulse, 
heart and breathing of the 
woman and the pressure in- 
side the suit. This pressure is 
under complete control! of the 
doctor in charge. Births have 
been’ accomplished in as little 
as one minute. 


No unpleasant after-effects 
have been observed and most 
mothers report they felt very 
well. 


Of the 108 women who volun- 
teered to give birth this way, 
96 reported they felt no pain at 
all; nine reported some ‘pain 
and five said labor was very 
painful. In the delivery method 
practiced in other Israeli hospi- 
tals using injections and mus- 
cular relaxation exercises, only 
seven out of 100 have an easy 
birth and no completely pain- 
less deliveries are reported. 


SECRECY BLACKOUT 


To prevent a rush of women 
on Haifa hospitals from all 
over Israel, a secrecy blackout 
was imposed on the delivery 
system. Despite precautions, 


the news leaked out when one | 


woman who gave birth via the 
plastic bag told of it to her hus- 
band, a magazine photogra- 
pher, who smuggled a tiny 
camera into the maternity

ward and took pictures of the 
new apparatus at work. 


This forced the hospital man- 
agement to reveal some facts 
and details about the method. 
The immediate result was the 
rush of women from all over 
Israel. “We are prepared to 
handle only 150 births a month 
in our hospital,’ I was told by 
Doctor Polishuk, “‘and we al- 
ready have thousands of appli- 
caitons.” 


NEW YORK (WNS) — The 
““spacesuit”’ method of insuring 
painless and quick labor is 
being tested in other countries, 
though not yet in the United 
States, Dr. Sophia Kleegman, 
a noted New York gynecolo- 
gist and obstetrician, reports. 
She said she had observed its 
use in Scotland last year. 


“Although I witnessed only 
one case, I was told that about 
30 cases had been attempted, 
all successfully. The woman I 
Saw was 35 years old and hav- 
ing her first baby. She had no 
pain,” Doctor Kleegman said.

Swell heads are shrinking this 
season but, before you have all 
the pouf taken out, be sure you 
know just what kind of hair you 
are dealing with. 


Much of the new feeling for 
the small, still head can be 
laid right at the feet of fashion. 


Fashion designs for this year 
are delicate, soft and supple, 
free and breezy — the epitome 
of femininity. Hair piled high 
on top or blown into balloons 
at the brow appears heavy, ex- 
aggerated, tight and restricted 
with this airy, weightless flow 
of clothes. The head silhouette 
was not in perfect proportion. 
To achieve this a softer, small- 
er hair design was needed. 


Consequently, hair that waves 
or curls gently, lies softly and 
quietly about the face, and fits 
the head is making a come- 
back. All women can wear it, 
and men will love it. 


The direction of the hair can 
be up, down, or around, but the 
sides are always close to the 
head. If the direction is up, it 
isn’t exaggerated height, but 
rather a subdued altitude at the 
crown, then a downward dive 
into brow-brushing wisps. If the 
direction is down, the coif is 
elegantly simple, longitudinal in 
mood, falling in large waves to 
half-curled ends. If the direc- 
tion is around, the coiffure is 
small and clinging, with waves 
sweeping around from ear to 
ear. 


The style of the small head 
look you choose depends on the 
kind of hair you have and the 
way you have it cut. 


Right away realize that a cut 
is no easy trick and leave it 
to the experts. This tress-trim- 
ming involves shaping and ta- 
pering every singe strand so 
that each layer of hair blends 
into the next layer. That’s why 
you need the expert. 


As for the kind of hair, learn 
two things about yours — its 
texture and its volume. 


Is your hair’s texture coarse, 
medium, or fine? Coarse hair 
is thick and springy with tex- 
ture rather like a canvas. Me- 
dium hair might be likened to 
broadcloth and fine hair is like 


silk. 


Coarse hair is inclined to be 
wiry, to have too much bulk 
and to resist efforts to direct 
it in any way that isn't its 
own. Smooth, sleek lines or 
wide waves can help discipline 
it. Curls are likely to make it

Medium texture hair is no 
problem. It can take any style 
and be worn any length. 


Volumewise, hair is thin or 
thick. If thin, a fuller hair-do 
with short sides and bangs (if 
a sparse hairline is to be cov- 
ered) gives the impression of 
more hair. If the volume is 
thick, avoid cute, fluffy hair- 
dos. A thinning at appropriate 
intervals should be the rule. 


Knowing your hair, you can 
choose the easiest style of the 
small head look that will be 
easiest for you to keep with 
freedom all summer.

The ability to visualize the gen- 
eral make-up of the enemy’s hold- 
ing as revealed by the bidding, 
is a talent without which one is 
severely handicapped in the se- 
lection of opening leads. West, in 
today’s hand, had such vision and 
was rewarded when he selected 
the only opening which gave his 
side a chance for victory. 


On the combined holding of 
North and South the grand slam 
contract is a sound gamble. Any 
reasonable heart break makes the 
contract an absolute lay down 
and failing such break declarer 
has the spade finesse to fall back 
pon as a last resort. The de- 
cision to play the hand at no 
trump is sound. Should the hearts 
break badly, there is the addi- 
tional chance that the spade suit 
will produce a sufficient number 
of tricks to bring home the con- 
tract. 


The average player's opening 
lead, with West's hand, would be 
the perfectly safe jack of clubs. 
This would give declarer time to 
test out the heart suit and, when 
this failed to break, he would 
have no choice but to try the 
spade finesse which would suc- 
ceed. West was persuaded that 
this was no time for safety. Dis- 
aster was imminent and drastic 
measures were indicated. He knew 
that South was going to be disap- 
pointed in the heart break and 
it was quite evident that the bulk 
of South’s hand was a long and 
almost solid heart suit. He also 
knew that the spade finesse would 
work if declarer found it neces- 
sary to rely on that suit. If, how- 
made to guess before he learned 
about the heart break, the de- 
fense had a chance. 


On this line of reasoning he 
opened the ten of spades. Now 
place yourself.in South’s position. 
Would you finesse the spade on 
the opening lead with this mag- 
nificent heart suit in front of you? 
I think not. Declarer went right 
up with the ace and, when hearts 
failed to break, he was obliged to 
declare himself down one.

Leo Durocher’s  oft-quoted 


line, ‘Nice guys don't win pen- 
nants,” 


can be paraphrased to 
cover the be- 
wildering 
world of show 
business. 
Being a nice 
guy sometimes 
can hurt, rath- 
er than help, 
the career of a 
young enter- 
tainer. 
Pat Boone, 
who emerged 
from a shady 


Jones 
career as a teen-age shoplifter, 


cigaret and beer addict. to 
graduate magna cum laude 
from Columbia University and 
to become a model husband 
and father of four daughters. 
has been told by ABC-TV that 
“the people don’t want you any 
more.”’ 


After this network informed 
the Ivy-League singer that in- 
terest in him had dissipated, 
other broadcasting firms ex- 
pressed similar disinterest. For 
the time being at least Boone's 
future in TV seems up in the 
air. 


This, to put it mildly, must 
have been a rude shock to 
Boone, who has in recent years 
been the epitome of respecta- 
bility in his personal and profes- 
sional life. 


It has caused some of us to 
recall a comment that Pat 
made some time ago. Someone 
had asked Pat if he was afraid 
that he might be dubbed the 
““goodie-goodie” guy of show 
business and he gave this an- 
swer: 


“I don’t think I have to start 
drinking and smoking and cuss- 
ing just to prove I’m a regular 
guy. 


Boone’s personal appearance 
tours have been anything but 
encouraging, and since he has 
been dropped by ABC-TV be- 
cause “the people don’t want 
you any more,’”’ newcomers to 
the world of entertainment 
aren't likely to emulate Boone's

appearance.

BOONE, WHOSE THURSDAY 
night TV shows have lacked the 
luster of some other television 
events, has, indeed, experi- 
enced some difficulty in chart- 
ing his course in show business. 

When he began his career he 
attempted to appeal toe the teen- 
agers and, for a while, he suc- 
ceeded because several of his 
songs topped the million mark 
in sales. 


But Pat re-charted his course. 
“I'm trying to appeal to the 
whole family.”” Obviously this 
was his first mistake. It has be- 
come apparent that when mom 
and dad become interested in 
a young entertainer, the teen- 
ager's interest is diverted to an- 
other. 

A rebellious spirit on the part 
of teen-agers propelled Elvis 
Presley and many other rock 
n’ roll exponents into the big 
money. 


Boone still has screen com- 
mitments. He is expected to do 
a movie with Bing Crosby. 

But there is some question 
whether teen-agers might have 
found the ‘‘old Pat Boone” they 
met in is book, “* “‘Twixt 12 and

WATERTOWN, N.Y. (®—F. W. Woolworth stores 
will continue to refuse to serve Negroes at lunch count- 
ers in the South, the company president said Wednes- 
day, despite sit-ins, pickets and boycotts. 


Robert C. Kirkwood, company 
president, told stockholders at the 
annual meeting that Woolworth 
stores would continue a policy of 
adhering to “‘local customs estab- 
lished by local people for the con- 
duct of business in their com- 
munity.” 


Kirkwood issued a_ statement 
after Barbara Broxton, a 20-year- 
old Negro coed, promised that 
boycotting and sit-ins would con- 
tinue and grow unless Woolworth 
and similar stores opened their 
lunch counters to all races. 


“‘We Negroes are tired of tak- 


Miss Broxton and 21 other per- 
sons picketed the meeting. Several 


carried signs reading, ‘“‘dollars 
spent here support segregation in 
the South,” and “no service in 


South, no purchase in North.” 


Kirkwood painted a bright pic- 
ture of Woolworth financial opera- 
tions, pointed out that 86 per 
cent of Woolworth’s eating fa- 
cilities were integrated, and said 
the company could continue to go 
along with southern customs.

Waterless pan cooking, pres- 
sure cooking, steaming a dou- 
ble boiler or on a trivet in a 
closed kettle are the best ways 
to allow the steam from the 
water in the vegetables them- 
selves to tenderize without de- 
valuating them.

Summer squash 
can be pared and seeded and 
then steamed covered in a 
strainer over boiling water until 
tender. 


Look for firm heavy cabbage 
heads. Contrary to the old idea 
that cabbage has to be cooked 
for hours the newer method 
calls for shredding it finely and 
cooking it in boiling water for 
only 1 to 8 minutes. It should 
be tender but crisp. 


When buying corn, strip back 
husks and examine for signs of 
worms. Milk should exude on 
puncturing kernels. To store re- 
move only outer husks retain- 
ing thin inner layer until cook- 
ing time. Drop each ear slowly 
so as not to disturb boiling into 
1 inch boiling water, add a ta- 
blespoon of sugar, cover and 
boil rapidly until tender, from 
4 to 10 minutes. 


The small green artichokes 
are the most tender and have a 
better flavor. Don’t store them. 
Buy only as needed. Soak in 
cold water for thirty minutes 
before cooking or hold by stem 
and dip quickly several times 
into deep bow! of salted water. 
To cook, artichokes should be 
placed upright in only 1% 
inches of boiling water. 


BROILING TIPS 


If you’re wondering how thick 
the best cuts of meat for broil- 


ing should be, at least one-inch 
thick is the rule. Thin cuts lose 
their juices and become dry and 
tasteless to eat. 

If you are broiling on the 
range and desire to preheat the 
broiler, remove the broiler rack 
before , because meat 
won't stick to a cold rack. 

Extra fat on the rack is un- 
necessary, since it will burn, 
smoke and cause an extra clean- 
ing chore.
